different parts of the house w ith­ 
out cause. 
O rnate 
Tudor 
imitations 
and 
other homes w here a hodge-podge 
of exterior m aterials is used fre­ 
quently give an incongruous effect 
and are disturbing rather

pleasing. 
The longer the roof 
line,
